Air Strata Over Cltleit. 


The popular idea that the higher one 


gets in the city air the purer the atmos- 
phere becomes, has been disproved by 
evidence given before a select committee 
on house of commons ventilation in Lon- 
don. It ia found that the air of cities 
like London, where soft coal is, bnmed, 
ia purest at thirty or forty feet from the 
ground. Lower than that the dnst ia 
encountered and higher the smoke from 
the chimneys. 


These conclusions were arrived at 


from experiments with frames of wood 
covered with blanketing material put 
at different elevations—one on top of the 
clock tower at Westminster, another on 
the highest point of the roof and others 
at various heights down to the court- 
yard 
After five hours' exposure there 


were found to be more smuts at high 
elevations than at low, but on the level 
of the courtyard there were considera- 
ble quantities of dnst. 


The inference from these experiments 


is tbat the common notion that the high- 
est stories of the tallest blocks of fiats 
are desirable for their salubrity is apt to 
be a mistaken one, and that beyond forty 
feet nothing ia gained by going higher 
unless a very great height—some aay 400 
or 500 feet—is reached.—Louisville Cou- 
rier-Journal.

Ttie Grizzly of the Cnltfornia Pioneers 


and Native Sons or the Golrirn West 
The mountains surrounding oar valley 


^resent at this season of the year a picture 
of such beauty that, ia comparison, the 
masttrpieoe of any 
of the celebrated 


3ainUrs would appear like a diub. As a 
Winter scene, it ia sarpussingly beautiful 
and picturesque, and the magnifying prop- 
erties of our clear atmosphere make Mount 
Rose and Slide Mountain appear only a 
mile or two distant. 
Few, if any of the 


members of the Pioneers or Native Sons, 
are aware that one of their society embltms, 
the head of a grizzly bear, has by a frank 
of nature been painted on the side of the 
mountains a little to the north and west of 
Verdi. The likeness stands out in bold re- 
lief, and at this time of year is very plain. 
Its position is fitting, being almost on the 
State line dividing California and Nevada, 
and at an elevation where its eyes seem to 
be intently gazing along the line of the 8. 
P. R. R. track, as if keeping watch as the 
latter winds its way oat of Nevada and 
into California, 
The outline of the head 


and neck is formed by the timber, and the 
eyes, muzzle and ears are shaded in the 
same way. It does not require a great 
stretch of imagination to trace the picture, 
and when once seen its emblematio appli- 
cation to the State of California and her 
two great societies can be thoroughly ap 
preciated.

If 
washed, It will still have the "done 
over" look. Rip it off, thoroughly shape 
and brush, then press it a little to flat- 
ten. Now stretch it firmly upon a board 
or table, with several thicknesses of 
newspaper beneath it. Use a half inch 
wide bristle brush and put on paint 
mads from dye freely. The paper will 
absorb tho extra moisture. If dyed all 
one even tint it ia very qcicjj work. 
When the lace ia nearly dry, press it 
with a hot iron over a padded board, as 
though it were embroidery. 


Any of tho thin laces, especially V&len- 


(.•ioimes, can be painted in several dainty 
tints, thus bringing out the pattern ef- 
fectively and in a very novel manner, 
care being used in selecting harmonious 
colors. The small tasseled fringe which 
comes in cotton for edging curtains and 
draperies can be treated in the same 
manner with the dyea. Any cotton or 
silk goods take and retain them easily, 
and they will not overrun the outlines 
of the design.
